Each fruit contains from one to 5 seeds, the common number, however 
is one the others do not develop; the fruit becomes pseudo-unilocular' 
e chestnut brown seeds are completely enveloped by a lightbrown 
somewhat glassy, slightly juicy and hardly sweet, furrowed aril of 2—4
